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British Prison Scene Of 


Rioting; None Are Killed 


• PRINCETOWN, Eng.. Jan. 25. 
'—Bleak Dartmoor prison, where 
England sends her most danger- 
'oua criminals, was wrecked today 
aa a result of the most serious 
penal riot in the country's modern 
history. 


Eighty-five 
persons, including 


several guards, were wounded in a 
Jiattle which lasted for nearly 12 
hours Sunday. The outbreak came 
as a climax to weekd of unrest, 
.tee immediate cause being 
the 


convicts' dissatisfaction with their 
morning porridge. 


Despite the seriousness of the 


riot, in which several portions of 
the institution-^ were set afire, not 


| one prisoner escaped. ' The upris- 


I ing was checked without a death, 
jan official report stated, although 
120 of the injured were seriously 
hurt and two critically. 


Approximately naif of the '450 


Dartmoor convicts took part in 
the riot. For several hours the 
rioters were' in complete control 
of the prison except for the outer 
walls, where guards turned back 
those who attempted escape by 
levelling guns at them. One pris- 
oner, who led a group which tried 
to scale the walls, was shot to 
the ground and his followers re- 
treated. 
The prisoners' breakfast period 


broke up in confusion after they 
refused 
to^ eat 
tlxeir porridge. 


Wardens turned them out into the 
yard for a brief exercise before 
church services. Here the trouble 
began. 


The convicts grabbed stones 


from rock piles and hurled them 
so effectively at guards that they 
were forced to flee. The riot act 
was read and disobeyed. Wardens 
replied with buckshot fire. Then 
the riot was on. 
While a battle raged 
m the 


yard one large group of convicts 
rushed for the governor's 
office, 


setting fire to buildings as they 
ran.
